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Police close down drug den following 
complaints from 'terrified' neighbours 


POLICE closed down a drugs den in Crewk¬ 
erne after persistent complaints from neigh¬ 
bours about drug dealing, loud music and 
other anti-social behaviour. 

Officers took action, with their partners 
from the local authority and housing 
provider, after people living near the first 
floor flat in Banking Court, Oxen Road, re¬ 
ported the problem. 

Several residents told Somerset magis¬ 
trates they were left feeling “terrified” by 
their neighbours’ activities. 

The court heard that known local drug 
users were regularly seen visiting the ad¬ 
dress at all hours of the day and night, some¬ 
times as many as 30 a day, and on one 
occasion two men were seen chasing another 
man armed with a knife out of the flat.

The court also heard that when police en¬ 
tered the property they found various types 
of drug paraphernalia inside, including tin 
foil, syringes and chocolate egg cases, noto¬ 
riously used as drugs containers. 

Magistrates decided that the premises had 
been used in connection with the unlawful 
use of class A drugs. 

They said: "The evidence has shown a con¬ 
siderable amount of disorder and serious 
nuisance directly associated with number 4, 
Banking Court, and we find the making of a 
closure order necessary." 

They ordered that the property must be 
boarded up for the maximum three month 
period. This means that the flat will be 


closed to everyone, including the owner. It 
is a criminal offence to enter after a closure 
order has been made and any offenders will 
be arrested. 

Crewkerne sergeant Richard Barnett said: 
"Anyone who is affected by a property used 
for drugs or anti-social behaviour should 
contact their housing provider or landlord 
and police and work together with us to 
eradicate the problem. 

“We will pro-actively target people in¬ 
volved in this behaviour to improve the qual¬ 
ity of life for the wider community. 

“People can call the police on 101 and ask 
for help. They should record times and dates 
of incidents, and car registration numbers, 
that can used to compile evidence.” 


Master Gardeners come to Somerset 


FOLLOWING success elsewhere in the 
UK, the Master Gardeners Project is 
coming to Somerset to help people 
grow their own produce. 

This community scheme will see ex¬ 
perienced gardeners offering help and 
advice to individual households, help¬ 
ing people to realise that it is possible 
to grow your own even if it is only a 
tray on a window sill. 

The scheme has already been very 
successful in the Midlands and London 
and, after an initial training weekend 
with Incredible Edible Somerset, Mas¬ 
ter Gardeners are offering help and ad¬ 
vice in Somerset. 

Gail Coleshill has been mentoring 
people in the Crewkerne area to help 
them grow something of their own. 

She said: "One of my households has 
taken over a complete garden and 
wanted advice on how to look after it 
and grow some food. Another one, 
however, was a complete novice and 
just wanted to grow tomatoes. 

"We believe that it doesn't matter 


how big or small your efforts are, it's 
taking that first step to growing some¬ 
thing of your own that is important." 

Novice gardener Polly English (pic¬ 
tured right) wanted to see if she could 
grow tomatoes. 

She said: "I was just so thrilled when I 
found my first tomato and even more 
thrilled when Gail said that my plants 
are very well grown too!" 

Garden Organic, which is a national 
organisation promoting growing with¬ 
out chemicals, has teamed up with In¬ 
credible Edible Somerset, which is 
promoting growing your own food 
with help from the National Lottery. 
They are supporting a group of volun¬ 
teer gardeners all over Somerset who 
are there to help other people grow. 

The Master Gardeners will have a stall 
at Crewkerne Farmers' Market tomor¬ 
row (Saturday) when people can come 
and get advice and maybe even some 
free plants.

Planning inspector raises 
concerns about local plan 


SOUTH Somerset District Council 
has received the letter setting out 
the planning inspector’s prelimi¬ 
nary findings from the local plan 
examination in public that was 
held in May and June of this year. 

A controversial proposal to de¬ 
velop Shudrick Valley in Ilminster 
has not been well-received by the 
inspector. 

The inspector’s letter has not 
raised any fundamental concerns 
with the core elements of the plan, 
which included the scale of hous¬ 
ing growth - 15,950 dwellings 
across a 22-year period - and its 
distribution across the towns and 
villages in South Somerset. 

Nor has he raised major concerns 
in relation to the council’s pro¬ 
posed development management 
policies, economic promotion, pro¬ 
tection of town centres, affordable 
housing, sustainable transport, 
open space and environmental pro¬ 
tection policies. 

He has also endorsed the broad 
principle of an Urban Extension 
for Yeovil. 

However, three areas of concern 
were raised by the inspector: The 
sustainability appraisal for the 
Yeovil growth options, the sustain¬ 
ability appraisal and direction of 


growth for Ilminster and the 
amount of land allocated for em¬ 
ployment in the rural areas outside 
Yeovil. 

He provided the council with 
three options to consider: Proceed 
to a judgement on the plan in its 
current form; seek a suspension of 
the examination to enable further 
work to be undertaken on the 
points of concern or to withdraw 
the plan. 

The council is now considering 
the inspector’s preliminary find¬ 
ings with a view to requesting a 
six-month suspension of the en¬ 
quiry to enable the council under¬ 
take the additional work necessary. 

A letter setting out the council’s 
proposed way forward will be sent 
to the inspector by today, Friday, 
July 12th. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of 
South Somerset District Council, 
said: “I am pleased that the major¬ 
ity of the local plan has been en¬ 
dorsed by the inspector but accept 
that the justification for the pro¬ 
posed Yeovil sustainable urban ex¬ 
tension, to the south of the town, 
requires additional work before the 
proposal can be properly evaluated 
as part of the plan. 

“The inspector has also queried 


the amount of employment land in 
some of our settlements and this 
will be addressed. The direction 
for growth in Ilminster was always 
a finely balanced decision and on 
the back of the required changes to 
the sustainability appraisal under¬ 
taken, the council fully under¬ 
stands the Inspector’s 
recommendation that the proposed 
site at Shudrick Valley is less sus¬ 
tainable than the alternative at 
Canal Way. 

“The planning inspector’s pre¬ 
liminary findings clearly indicate 
that there is still work to be done 
before the local plan can be found 
totally sound and fit for purpose. 
We welcome the certainty that the 
report now gives to the overall 
numbers of new dwellings to be 
built across the district in the plan 
period and its distribution across 
the settlements in the district. 

“We also welcome the assurance 
that the broad principle of a sus¬ 
tainable urban extension for Yeovil 
is sound. 

“We fully accept that there are 
further areas of detailed work that 
must be addressed and that task 
now lies ahead of us. We will of 
course be re-consulting on any 
proposed changes to the plan.”
